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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-6, 8, 12-17, 19, 23-28, and 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Lee et al. (US 2003/0050086) (hereinafter referred to as Lee). 

Regarding claims 1,12, and 23, Lee discloses a method of adjusting a signal 
power in a variable data rate mode in a mobile communications system (title). In the 
scope of the invention, a mobile station and base station transmit packet data on a 
reverse link packet data channel (R-PDCH) (burst oriented channel) and a reverse rate 
indicator channel (RRI) (rate indicator channel) (page 3, paragraph 62, 66). The mobile 
station continuously informs the present data rate to the base station through the RRI 
channel that includes time indexes (0,1 ,2,3). The base station receives the RRI 
channels at 4 time points, and only one among the 4 RRI channels is properly received 
(determining the presence of a packet on the rate indicator channel), the base station 
changes the power control threshold value to be applied at a future time point using the 
data rate indicated by the received RRI channel (page 5, paragraphs 119-121). This 
aspect of the invention renders the limitation "presence of a packet on the rate indicator 
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channel based on a maximum likelihood decoder" because the base station attempts to 
detect one out of 4 RRI channels, wherein 4 is the maximum likelihood. 

Regarding claims 2, 3, 13, 14, 24, and 25, the 4 time points mentioned above 
renders the "predetermined interval/subframe interval". 

Regarding claims 4, 5, 15, 16, 26, and 27, the determination of a properly 
received channel mentioned above renders "determining the validity of a 
frame/detection of a packet". 

Regarding claims 6, 17, and 28, with respect to figure 3, Lee shows in the BS Rx 
row a time point (sub-packet ID) and data rate indicated (payload). 

Regarding claims 8, 19, and 30, with respect to figure 3, Lee shows 2 time 
intervals noted by A and B. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 7,9-11,18, 20-22, 29, and 31 -33 are objected to as being dependent 
upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
